Cutcaao, October p. Daring a children's 
service held at the Polish Catholic Church, 
Chicago, today, the draperies round the 
altar caught fire, and in the panic which 
ensued twenty of the worshippers sustained 
more or less serious injuries through bei 
crushed or trampled upon.

Becket-Hill, on behalf of 
his firm, and Mr. Tom M'Carthy, for the 
dockers, signed the formal agreement drawn up 
in the case and оп Wednesday the men resumed 
work on the steamer Brazilian. Нгісйу 
stated the terms are as follows:—The men 
employed on the South Quay are to receive Is. 
per ton for general cargo; on the export side 
the rate of pay is 1s. 3d. per ton. For 
the use of gear 14. a ton to be paid 
except ship’s winches and tackle.
